Gladstone's Irish legislation. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

London, April 9th. J 
In view, of what is coming, the election 
managers are busy preparing for a dissolu- 
tion. The noise of election action ia to 
be heard all round. Candidates are being 
hunted up, old canvassing books are being 
re-copied, and in the metropolis every— 
' thing is being put into shipshape for the 
•vent which everybody expects but whiah 
nobody wants. Individual overtures are 
being made, and before the conteat takes 
place these overtures will assume the 
form of an alliance anionijst all the oppo- 
nents of home rule. The proposition is 
that the usual party differences are, for 
the moment, to be sunk. Candidates are 
not to be ticketed as liberals or conserva- 
tives, but aa 

; UNIONISTS AND ANTI-UNIONISTS. 

The question to be put to the eloctors is 
to be whether they are for or against 
home rule. In constituencies where tho 
liberal unionists are strongest the con- 
iervativeB are not to oppose them. In this 
way it is expected a house of commons 
emphatically pledged to union and op- 
posed to homo rule will bo got. I don't 
know how far this machinery will bear 
the wear and tear of practical electioneer- 
ing. If the English people are deeply 
stirred against home rule, then such a 
combination may work . There have been 
timet when it has worked before. Soma- 
thing of the kind was tried during the few 
•lections that took placo after Lord John 
Russell's famous but foolish Durham 
letter. An arrangement of the same sort 
also occurred at an earlier date, when Pitt 
rallied the national foeling for a war 
with France. But the suffrage of these 
times was restricted, and it lemaius to ba 
seen whether a party combination of the 
kind described will work with tho demo- 
cratic franchise and the ballot. Whether 
it works or not, I bolieve it will be tried. 
Those who have the misfortune to be 
candidates before the political bill that ia 
now generated yets to the surface will 
have not a particularly, pleasant ex- 
perience. Various opinions have been 
expressed of the relative character of the 
present house of commons. Mr. Bright 
is reported to have said that il was the 
beat ever summoned. But Mr. Bright is 
id little there that his opinion on thia 
■ubjer.t does not carry its ordinary weight. 

THE DKATII OF Ma. VnftSTEK 

has come upon everyone with painful sur- 
prise. The general impression was that he 
was getting better, I was told the other 
day that he hoped to make a speech against 
the home rule bill. Ho has been percepti- 
bly going down the hill for some time. He 
"baa never been the sauie man since ho left 
the Irish secretaryship. He wasi not a bit 
of a coward, and was indifferent as to all the 
plots batched against him; but the mental 
strain told heavily against bis health. I 
think ho felt keenly tho treatment be re- 
ceived at tho hands of the liberals. Ho 
was no more responsible for the Irish coer- 
cion policy than any of the otber ministers. 
Hib measures were adopted with thofr 'entire 
approval, but when they failed and brought 
in their train disaster and confusion, hiw 
colleagues deserted him and he was sacri- 
ficed. He struggled against this mortifica- 
tion bravely enough, but it was too much 
for him. Tho tone of his conversation and 
the attitude of his mind altogether wore 
p'jBsiiiiiatic and desponding. He was 
too proud a man to complain of being badly 
treated, but he could not conceal that ho 
felt that ho was so. He was n thotoughjy 
honest, well-meaning, courageous, disinter- 
ested public servant. He had most ropel- 
ling manners, but beneath u rough exterior 
there beat a warm heart. Tho manner in 
which he brought up the children of his 
brother could be cited, along with number- 
less other acts, to show his kindness of jdis- 
pouition and his generosity. Jlr. Foistor 
was ono of tho best spociui ens of tho middle 
class statesman that this country has pro- 
duced. As a rule, the men who are iuter- 
euted in commerce and manufactures up to 
middle life don't shine when thoy meddle 
witb affairs of state. They have been no 
busy buying and soiling that they hav« navnr 



mastered the first principles and purposes 
of statesmanship. Mr. Foistor was an ex- 
ception to thit?. He followed public affairs 
carefully and studiously all his life, and 
applied to them the shrewdness and good 
sense of an ordinary business man; the 
courage of an Englishman, and the mental 
grasp that comos from knowledge 
and intellectuni resource. . Having regard 
to the fact that Burninu has come so promi- 
nently to tho front as a factor in our Indian 
system, it is uo matter for surprise that 
writers should have come forward with 
retrospects and prospects in connection 
with 

THE BURMESE FUTURE 

and the relations of that country with, 
conterminous China. Thus, we have 
"Burmah as it was, aa it is, and as it will 
be," by J. tleorgo Scott (George Reday.) 
This is a work that will be road with in - 
terest by all who h*ve the welfare of our 
It.diau empire at heart. Ia !' Burmah after 
the Conquest" Mr. Gratfan Geary (Samp- 
son, "Lowe & Co.), contributes u fund of 
information in tho same direction, and 
pays a welt-merited tribute to Mr. Scott's 
book. Both writers are very much in 
•accord-with Lord Dutl'erin's. policy of an- 
nexation. "Everyday Life in China," by 
Edwin Joshua Dukes, ia ono of those at- 
tractive volumes which now and again 
are set before tho public by the Koligious 
Tract Society. Everyone, of course, 
knows the praiseworthy eft'irts of the 
R. T. S., but those efforts could be more 
largely utilized if additional funds were 
forthcoming. 

THE HOME TCULK BILL. 

No one who witnessed it can ever for- 
get tho scene that took place yesterday at 
Westminster. For the first time within 
tho memory of living men the great hall 
became, aa it wore, tho staijo whereon a 
drama was enacted, not inferior in intorest 
or importanco to those which live for ub 
in the pages of history. We niUBt go 
back to tho time when Warren Hastings 
was impeached at the bar of the houso of 
lords by the oloquencu of Burke*. Then, 
too, crowds surrounded all the approaches 
to the houso, and the chamber itself waa 
thronged in every part. Endeavoring to 
afford protection to Iho loyal minority in 
Ireland, he has composed his "statutory 
parliament," not, in truth of two houses, 
a lower and an upper, but of two 
"orders," a highor and a lower. The 
higher one is to be made up of twenty- 
eight representative Irish poors, and of 
seventy-five other members elected on a 
high property qualification. Tho clauaes 
of Mr. Gladstone's speech which deal 
with finance are scarcely lees objeotionr- 
able, but here his mastery of figuroa, and 
his skill of speech, stood him in such 
good stead. Of one thing I feel assured, 
as soon as the English people come to 
understand the truo bearings of almost 
any part of Air. Gladstone's scheme, thoy 
will reject the whole of it with the con- 
tumely it merits-.

EASTERN STATES. 

St. Louis, May 4. — Murtin Irons, by 
whom ' Gould's Southwestern Railway 
strike waa ordered, when asked what 
effect he snticiipated the method ending 
the troubles would have upon tho Knights 
of" Labor aaid: "Wo wero lighting for 
recognition, and we got il from- congress 
which represents all classos of citizens of 
the'Unitod -States. . Ia not thst complete 
enough recognition '( Our order will grow' 
after this even more rapidly than it lias 
during tho past fow weeks, when applica- 
tions had boon wo numerous for charters 
that we could scarcely find time to con- 
sider them. In addition to the circular 
isaued last night by tho general exocutivo 
board of the knights ordering members of 
district asaembllea 17, 93, 101, to apply to 
railroad companies for positions vacated 
by them when the strike was commenced, 
an order was sent to the master workman 
of each local assembly informing thefn 
that the striko had been declarod off, and 
ordering thein to notify all their men to 
make application for work to-day. " This, 
order applies to the knights in Eaat St. 
Louis. This morning, at seven o'clock, a 
large number applied for positions at tho 
headquarters of the various onmpauiea 
and tho names of many were immediately 
placed on the pay rolls. Somo few recog- 
nized as thoae who had committed depre- 
dations upon tho companies' property 
were denied ro- employment. Thefroight 
depots present an unusually busy aspect 
thia morning and the manifest business of 
last month has entirely disappeared. It 
is expected that tho militia will be with- 
drawn to-night or to-morrow. The local 
committee of knights which ordored thb 
employe - ! of. the Missouri Pacific'car com- 
pany to strike, informed their mon that 
they could report for duty in all depots 
for work to-day. 

CmcAdo, May 4.— The McCormick 
reaper works were opened as usual this 
morning, fully one-half tho workmen re- 
turning despite the intimidation and 
bloodshed of yesterday afternoons A 
special force of police were on duty to 
protect the men.

IV A NT ED— A LEA DER. 

'J'lio liberals of eayternCaiiadaliavo start- 
ed on a still hunt for a lender. They are 
''weak and wounded, sick and sore," and 
in their extremity are casting about for a 
new hend. All admit that Edward Rlake 
is a failure. He entered parliament in 
the guise of a statesman; and has de- 
generate into a respectable nobody, 
destituted of policy or influence. His 
treatment of Alex. Mackenzie was base 
and ungrateful. His speech and vote on 
the Kiel matter showed that, he is pre- 
pared to sacrifice even country ou the 
altar of ambition. His attacks on the 
national policy show that he ia unable to 
appreciate the financial exigencies of the 
country; and the obstacles he has tried 
to throw in the way of tne construction 
of the Canadian Pacific railway are evi- 
dence that ho has not the grasp of mind 
to enable him to comprehend the im- 
portance and value of the great national 
highway. His party are sick and tired of 
him. His name is the synonym of fail- 
ure He has allowed himself to be out- 
•wittod by Sir John Macdonald on every 
important matter. The coalition of Rougo 
»nd Bleu which Edgar manipulated was 
npoi!od in Blakea clumsy hands; ^nd he 
and his party have had to submit to the 
humiliation of seeing the largest majority 
aver obtained in parliament scored against 
them. The hanging of Riel was a just 
act. It required nerve and pluck; and 
Sir John and his government proved that 
they have both. No 0110 knows better 
than Mr. lllako that Riel deserved an 
ignominious death. The Globe demanded 
"Riol's execution aB a pari of its "daily 
bread." Had his life been spared the 
Globe would have suggested the hanging 
of the ministers who had feared to dis- 
charge a sacred trust. While the agita- 
tion was in progress Mr. Blake lied to 
England. Ho prudently kept out of the 
■way to avoid expressing an opinion. His 
speech at the London banquet was a keen 
disappointment to his party. It was 
ornate and polished, but lacked vigor; 
and, moreover, was non committal. It 
was unsatisfactory, because it fore- 
ahadowod no line of policy. The 
liberals ontored parliament in February 
more like a disorganized rabble than « 
political party. Every man has a policy 
of his own which he insists upon pro- 
pounding in spite of all Mr. JBlake may 
do or say in discouragement. When a 
genoral fails to onlist the confidence and 
esteem of his army his days as comman- 
der are numbered. Mr. Blake no longer 
leads and he will not follow. There 
seems to be but one course open for him: 
To retire forever from a field whore he 
oan never hope to be other than leader of 
the forlorn hope. Already the liberals 
are casting about for a now- head. They 
have plenty of material but it is not the 
kind of stuff of which party leaders are 
made. They aeom, in fact, to be singu- 
larly destitute of men who combine 
ability with tact. 

NANAIMO It EPli ESENTA TION. 

The Nanaimo Ho! tuVos exception to 
the re-election of Messrs. Dunsmuir and 
Raybould to the local house, and holds 
out as an inducement to the electors to 
defeat those gentlemen the prospect of an 
amendment in the Island railway contract 
by the- next house. This is dishonest 
journalism. The contract is ironbound 
and as everlasting as the hills unless "both 
parties to tho agreement should consent 
to a modification. The legislature could 
not chango the text of the agreement 
without tho oonsent of tho railway com- 
pany, who certainly do not seem so far to 
have got tho best of the bargain. A great 
deal of claptrap was indulged in two years 
ago respecting the Island railway con- 
tract; and tho direct results wore 
predicted. The prophets turned out 
to be false. Their imagination 
ran riot until they got to believe their 
own prognostications. Along the Island 
railway bolt the country is being rapidly 
taken up by bona jide settlers who will 
have four years in which to. pay; §1 an' 
acre. Tho drydock is approaching com- 
pletion and land along the mainlaud rail- 
way belt is offering at the government 
rate of §1 an acre. Tho Settlement Bill 
was a good bargain fur tho country, and as 
for Mr. Dunsmuir, if Nanaimo does ' not 
want him any longer she has only to say 
the word. There are other constituen- 
cies on the island that would be glad to 
aeoure his services. ...

Mr. Gladstone Arrives in Lon- 
don. 

He Meets Willi a Grand Recep- 
tion. 



U ENGLAND. 

London, May i.— Gladstone arrived in 
London to-day and met with a moat enthus- 
iastic reception. Groat orowds of people 
surged around the premier's carriage as it 
left the railway station. The horses bocame 
restive and were controlled with difficulty, 
and fara tiino the occupants of the carriage 
were iu imminent danger, Gladstone is 
onjoyiug robust health. This evening he 
will attend a cabinet council, fit which the 
Greek question and the Irish home rnlo bill 
will be considered. 

At the opening of the exhibition tho 
Queou was much affected by tho singing 
of the Ode. She smiled and nodded ap- 
proval over each patriotic sentiment ren- 
dered, and was perfectly radiant with pleas- 
ure when the vast audieuce caught up the 
spirit of the poet, and vented their joy in 
deafening thunders of applause. At tho 
coucrusionof tho Ode the Queen pronounced 
the exhibition open and passed out. Tho 
choir sang "Rule Britannia." 

Her Majesty received another ovation 
during her departure, and plainly indicated 
how pleased she was with the enthusiasm 
her presence evoked everywhere. The 
Queen's declaration that tho exhibition was 
opened was signalled to the public by a 
great flourish of trumpets on Hyde Park, 
followed by the firing of a royal salute. 
Gladstone was not present. 

AMERICAN NEWS. 

"TT? EASTERN STATES, 

Milwaukee, May 4. — Gathered in the 
Polish section of tho city, early this 
morning, were about 300 Polish laborers, 
all armed with sticks, stjnes, and clubs. 
Many were recognized aa having boon in 
the mob that' attempted to storm Allis' 
works 011 Monday and others as 
men who were among those forced 
out of the Wost Milwaukoe shopB. 
It was )earned, iU .their programme was 
to storm Allis' works and force the em- 
ployes to join their strike, and then move 
through Minniokennic valley upon all the 
establishments not enforcing tho eight 
hour system, and concluding with the 
North Chicago Rolling Mills (Jo. , in Bay- 
view, where about 1200 men have been 
earning their daily bread. They passed 
Hoffman & Billings' foundry and 
found Hill's "sewing machine 
works idle and deserted, tho 
tall chimneys emitting no smoke, and tho 
Green Bottle Works were likewise found 
closed. At the Art Glaas Co.'s worka tho 
pots were in. the furnaces, and the red 
glow told that no work was in progress. 
"Eight hours" yelled the mob, when a 
roar door was opnned, and in marched 
two dozen or so of the crowd, and in less 
than five minutes roturnod with twenty 
employes of the works. Tho only man 
who remained at his post was the fire- 
man : 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Feancisco, May 4. — The Oro- 
ville, Cal., Butte county treasury was 
counted to-day and was found to bo ehort 
§14,000. VV. J. Morgan, county treas- 
urer, left about ten days ago, ostensibly 
to attend a shooting match in n neighbor- 
ing city. On Wednosday last a letter was 
received from Morgan from San Francis- 
co, stating he would bo home Sunday 
This was the last heard from him. Ilia 
family connections are the very best. 

Jackson, Cal., May 4 — Sunday even- 
ing Lucas Seper was shot and instantly 
killed by a companion named George 
Vuga. Tho affray took place in tho 
Black Hills, two miles from Drytown. 
Vuga and another Austrian named An tono 
Barovich wore occupying a cabin owned 
by the latter. Lust Friday Seper wont 
there from Jackson, and was invited to 
stay at Barovich 's cabin. Vuga labored 
under the impression that Seper's coming 
meant his being ousted from his premises. 
Vuga brooded over the situation, and 
about 6 o'clock on Sunday took a gun, 
loaded one barrel with buckshot, tho other 
with rifle balls, and stepped outside 
his cf bin. He saw Seper sitting ou a rock, 
said, "You've come to drive me out," took 
deliberate aim and fired a charge of buck- 
shot at Soper from ton or twelve feel dis- 
tance. Tho charge took oifect in tho right 
side below the nipple. Soper gave a sudden 
jump and fell dead. Vuga S surrendered 
himself. There is great indignation against 
him and. threats of lynching wore indulged 
in. The deceased was a single man, sixty 
years old. Tho murderer is also about sixty 
yetirs old, and is cross and desperate under 
Hlight provocation. 



The Great Brandy ItlaKcr. 

Mr. Richard Hennegsy, head of tho 
famous brandy firm, died at his rdsidonco 
at Cognac on Wednesday last after a very 
brief illness. By his doath tho French turf 
has lost ono of its best known ond most 
popular owners of hors-is. Mr. Honnessy 
had a very chequered career, and ho has 
never been tho same man sine* his wife, 
who was his cousin before marriage and 
brought him a considerable fortune, eloped 
with a Pniis rough rider named Earle. Sir. 
Honnessy himself was not altogether blame- 
loss in the mattor, and it was the knowl- 
edge of this which induced a peculiarly 
shameless print called Oil Bias to attempt 
to terrorize him by a series of paragraphs 
relating -to his affairs. Mr. Hennessy, de- 
spite the entreaties of his friends, fell into 
the trap laid for him, and instead of letting 
the paper severely alono, went to see 
the owner and purchased his 
silence. Bat what annoyed Mr. Hen- 
nessy more than the loss of his money 
was that the editor, who must either bo a 
groat -humorist orrpiito lacking tho sense 
of humor,after ho had reoeived the thirty 
pieces uf Bilver, began a high moral dis 
quisition, and said that he had been 
obliged to notice the affair as one of pub- 
lic interest, but that he knew Mr. Hen- 
nesBy was gentillwmmc, and, in fine 
hopod they might become friends. Mr. 
Hennessey's reply was curt. He Baid: 
"Most of us meet with some mischance in 
iifo, I have had two misfortunes — one to 
have had a woman of bad character for 
wife; the Bocond to fall into the clutchsz 
of a thief like you I"

A prominent feature of tho opening cere- 
monies was an odo composed for tho occa- 
sion by Tennyson. This was magnificently 
rendered by a vast ohoir of carefully select- 
ed voices. The ode was snug just previous 
to tho Queen's formal declaration that the 
exhibition was open. The third portion of 
the odo was evidently composed with tho 
view to stimulate international fraternity 
betweon the two great English-speaking 
nations, and is in the following words : 

Britain fought hor sons of yore, 

Britain filled, and nevermore 

Careless of our (ironing kill, 

Shall we aing our fathom' am. 

Man that In a narrower day, 

Unprophotlo rulers they; 

Drove from out the mother's uest. 

That young eagle of the west 

To forage for liorself alone; 

Britons, hold your own! 

The last portion of tho ode, which is in 
four portions, makes the following signifi- 
cant allusion to tho present crisis in British 
politics. 

Shall we Dot through good and ill 

Cloavo to ono auother still ( 

Britain's myriad voices call— 

Sons be welded each and all 

Jnto ono Imperial whole, 

One with Britain heart and soul, 

One life, ono flag, one fleet, one throne, 

Britons hold your own, 

And Clod guard all. • j 

PROFOUNDLY PLEASED. 

The Queen was profoundly pleased with 
the ode and with tho manner ia wiiioh it 
was rendered by tho choir. She -nodded 
and smiled with pleasure and approval at 
each sentiment as it was brought out, and 
seemed to exceedingly enjoy the enthusiasm 
which the poem and music provoked in tho 
vast concourso, whoso applauso was loud, 
enthusiastic and long-continued. 

STATELY AND ELABORATE. 

To-day's event is tho most stately and 
elaborate that her majesty has performed 
since the death of Prince Albert. Nothing 
has been witnessed to approach it iu splen- 
dor since the opening of the great exhibi- 
tion of 1857, the ceremonies of which were 
closely followed by those of to-day. Tho 
inaugural prayer was offered by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. 

The exhibits aro being put into position 
with all speed. By the end of tho week 
everything will bo in order.

He was agent for 
the estates of the Earl of Erne in Ire- 
land, his harshness and cruelty helped 
to precipitate the recent Irish laud 
war. Since he was boycotted, six years 
ago, he has lived in peace with the ten- 
antry, and bad grown 5 as nearly popu- 
lar as an Irish land agent could hope 
to be. — Philadelphia Telegraph.

A Score or More of Policemen 
Family Injured— Fully Fifty 
Socialists Wounded. 



(F.xolmlve to The Colonist.) 

Ouir "HO, May 4. — I'he Arbaitur Zei- 
tung, «. German paper, edited by Spies, 
a socialist, who was one of the speakers 
who incited yesterday's riot at McCor- 
niick's, announces thia aftoruoon that a 
great meeting of tho people will be held 
to-night on Desplaines itroet, and "who- 
ever condemn* tho horyble brutality of 
yesterday must be there." The paper 
furthor says: '' Workingmen, the hated 
police yesterday murdered four of your 
brothers and then wounded perhaps 
twenty-five mote at McCorniick's faotory. 
Had your brothora, who had nothing hut 
3tones to defend themselves with, been 
armod with good weapons and a few 
dynamite bombs none of tho inurdorers 
would have escaped. Aa it was only four 
of them (policemon) woro wounded. That 
is gad. Yesterday's massacre occurred 
that the 4.0,000 strikors might bo filled 
with fear and tnrror, and that the dis- 
satisfaction and rebellious laborers might 
bo driven under the yoke of slavery. 
Will thia end be accomplished? Has not 
a miscalculation been made 1 The next 
few days will 'answer this question. Wo 
will not speculate on the courso of 
oventa." Tho paper goes on to give a 
detailed account of the trouble and puts 
tho responsibility entirely on the police. 
Spies also saye that some Bohemians and 
Poles in the background of tho orowd he 
was addressing raised the cry: "On to 
MoOorrnick'a I" Tho same paper also 
says the police yestorday used their clubs 
in dispersing tho procesaion of striking 
girls, and adds: "In whose veins does 
not tho bluod course faster when ho hears 
of this shameful act of these beasts. 
Whoover in a man must show it to-day. 
Men to tho front !" 

A report has just been received that 
sis policemen have boon killed in the 
Haym'arket where tho anarchists si'b hold- 
ing a meeting. 

A man who was standing in the crowd 
received a pistol ball in hia thigh and has 
just bean brought to the central police 
station. Ho says that during the pro- 
gress of the speech by one ol the socialists 
a squad of officers marched by close to the 
speakers' stand, and some one shouted: 

"Kill the " Almost us soon as the 

words had been uttered threo bombs were 
thrown from near a star.d into tho midst 
of a squad of officers. 1 They exploded in- 
stantly and five policemen fell, others 
were wounded and several of tho socialists 
did not escape. An officer who has 
just arriv.J from tho scene, says thero is 
hardly any doubt that five officers were 
fatally wounded. Persons living on tho 
wost aide, many squares from the scene 
of the disturbance., report that tho explo- 
sion of the tyml*, which were terrific, 
woro instantl^followod by a fusilade 
from revolvers. 

Moro coherent accounts are coming in 
and they point to a much mora disas- 
trous affray than at first reported. About 
200 officers had been detailed to attend 
tho. mooting and had been in the vicinity 
Binco the socialists began to assemble. At 
the time of the throwing of the 
bombs the crowd had dwindled 
to lea* than 1,000. Tho utterances of tho 
speakers were all of the most inflam- 
matory character, however, and the hear- 
ers who still remained crew riotous in 
their demeanor. Tho polico concluded to 
put an end to the disturbance, and ad- 
vancing ordered the crowd to disperse, 
and at first tho socialists fell back slowly, 
the spoaker still urging them to stand 
firmly. Suddenly bombs were thrown, and 
the polico retorted instantly by a volley 
from • their revolvers. The rioters 
answered with theirs, which theaequel 
shows they were well provided with. The 
mob appeared crazod with a fanatic de- 
sire for blood, and holding 
ita ground poured volley after 
volley into the midst of the officers. The 
lattor, fought gallantly and at last dia- 
peruod the mob and clearod tho market 
place They are now guarding every ap- 
proach to tho place and no one is allowed 
there. Immediately after tho first ex- 
plosion the officers whe were left standing 
drew their revolvers and fired round 
after round into the mob. Largo num- 
bers of these fell, and as they dropped 
they were immediately carried to the rear 
a-id into the many dark alleyways by 
their friends. No estimate of the casual- 
ties can be given, but the police at Dea- 
ntaines station atate that fully 
fifty of them were wounded, 
Tho drug atorea in tho vicinity are 
crowded with people who wore hurt and 
doctors have been telephoned to in all 
directions. Before the firing had ceased 
tho neighboring police stations were 
turned into temporary hoapitala. At 11 
o'clock twenty policemen lsy on tho floor 
of the Desplaines station, all disabled and 
probably half that number seriously, 
Others were reported to bo still lying in 
the open square either dead or badly 
wounded. A telephone message from one/ 
of tho hoapitih says that tho wounded 
officer brought hero has sinoo died. Officer 
J. D.Egan died on his way to the station. 
Reports at Desplaines station indicate, 
that evon more than were at ' first indi- 
cated were wounded among the social- 
ists. The scenes at the station aro heart- 
rending. In one large room lie some fifty 
officers and doctors, all dressing their 
wounds. More firing has just been heard 
near the place of the former trouble and 
a largo number of policemon havo just 
left the station for the place. Tt was re- 
ported that August Spies waa in a saloon 
on Lika atreet, and the police wore sent 
to arrest him. The relatives of Officers 
Timothy Flavin, Goo. Miller and Redding 
oame to the Btation, accompanied by a 
priest, who administered the last sacra- 
ment to the throe, who were dying, 



R. E. Spkoule — The prisoner Rpbt. 
E. Sproule waa officially notified by the 
shoriff yesterday that 'a temporary re- 
prieve has boon granted to him. With 
every nerve on the strain as it must have 
been during tho past few months, it is 
only natural that the intelligence should 
have caused him to exhibit emotion. 
While having been vory hopeful through- 
out, Sproule had made disposition of his 
worldly affairs, and received the ministra- 
tions of the clergyman with every appear- 
ance of earnestness. ■ With hope revived 
more strongly than ever he evinces a 
strcnir feeling of gratitude to those who 
have worked so unfl iggingly in his bo- 
half, and firmly believes that in the end 
he will obtain his liberty. The granting 
of the order niti by Mr. J ustice Henry of 
the Supreme Court, admits of the grounds 
for reopening the case being argued. The 
result will ba awaited with interest,

taste to tho top of their bent. Of the 
fifty-seven kings, queons and protectors 
exeraising authority in thia country from 
early in the ninth century, the reign of 
three only was prolonged to the jubilee 
period of fifty years. Those !ong-roign- 
ing monarohs were Henry III., Edward 
III., George 111. Amongst

of the last-named monarch were donations 
of £2,000 io the society for the relief of 
small debtors in England, £1,000 for a 
like relief in Scotland, and the same sum 
for a similar purpose in Ireland. The 
king likewise ordered the liberation on 
Jubilee day of all crown debtors, Procla- 
mations were issued pardoning all de- 
serters from the land forces, providing 
they returned to duty within two mouths 
from October 25, and deserters from the 
fleet were pardoned whether they return- 
ed to duty or not.

militiamen are exempt from jury duty. The 
militia aot o( 18G8, 31 Victoria, cap.

37, decides the matter. The sheriff ought 
to take notice and rulo kiniBelf accordingly, 
insisting that nil captains of militia should 
furnish him with u list of bona fide members 
ofytheir companies. 

Chukoh or England. — Mr. Leathern, 
M. P. , has introduced a bill into the im- 
perial house of commons to amend the 
laws relating to purchase in the church. 
The'bill passed a second reading. In in- 
troducing the measure Mr. Leatham said 
that hia attention was first attracted to 
tho abuses of the present system by read- 
ing the letters of "Promotion by Merit," 
which appeared in the English press a 
fev years ago. It is interesting to know 
that; the author of those letters is Mr. 
Win. Angus, now of this city. 

Sentencing tub Wrong Man.— The 
Chinese interpreter at tho assizes yester- 
day undertook to sentence a prisoner to 
two years' ' service in the penitentiary. 
After delivering the. sentor.ee it was dis- 
covered he had consigned the wrong man 
to durance vile and, much to the latter's 
delight, the proper man received tho sen- 
tence. 

Arrested. — Officors Lindsay and Wal- 
ker arrosted two lads on Chatham street 
yesterday and charged them with com- 
plicity in tho robbery at the public 
schools on Saturday last. The lada whose 
names aro John Roscamp and David 
Craigie were looked up. Unfortunately 
for them, their record is not a particularly 
good one.

(Before Sir M. II. Btfghlo, C. J.) 

Tho court opened at 10:30 a. m. 

Edward Brodie and John Costello were 
arraigned on an indictment for feloniously 
stealing $42.75 and a quantity of goods 
from Jeremiah O'Brien on the 7th of last 
March. The priaonera pleaded not guilty 
and were undefonded. Deputy Attorney- 
General Irving, in opening the case for 
the crown, stated that the prisoners lived 
in cs.binB -,iear that of O'Brien. The in- 
dictment ci ntained two counts; one for 
stoaling and the other for unlawful poa- 
seasion. The prosecutor, it appeared, 
had been drinking, and had shown his 
money, which amounted to soma $30. Ho 
found on his return to hia cabin that his 
blankets and money were gone, and also 
found akluotchmau in Brodio's cabin. It 
wiuld seem, he said, that one of the pris- 
oners had stolen the money and that the 
other had received it, knowing it to be 
Btolen. O'Brien deposod to finding his 
blankets on Brodio's bed, the woman be- 
ing there at the time, and also that the 
prisoners said that everything was all 
right, and that he would get his money 
back the following night. Next day he 
had the prisoners arrosted. 

James Morri^ey, who was present in 
O'Brien's cabin on the date named, did 
not think tho prisoners could havo taken 
tho money away while O'Brien wns there. 
All woro drinking and the prosecutor was 
drunk. 

Susan, the Indian woman, tostifiud that 
in March she waa living with Brodie, that 
on the night in question she, Brodie and 
Costello went to O'Brien's cabin, stopping 
not more than an hour, that they then 
went back to her cabin, that O'Brien came 
in asking for his blankets, that thoy wore 
on her bed, Coatallo having placed thorn 
there, and that he alao brought in some 
bacon. Brodie asked him "where he got 
them from," but Costello did not answer. 
On her testimony at tho police court be- 
ing recalled to her she romomberud that 
he said he had brought them from 
O'Brien's cabin, but he did so voluntarily. 

This closed tho case for the crown. 
Doyle, who was called by Brodie, stated 
that Costello had a b'.ankot in hia- 
(Doylo's) cabin and took it away at 10 
o'clock on the morning in question. 

Wm. Madigan, called by Costello, swore 
to seeing all tho parties drinking together, 
and that Costello had a blanket which he 
either pawned or sold. O'Brien told him 
he waa stupidly drunk and did not know 
who robbed him. After the alleged theft 
he saw Brodie and O'Brien drinking in a 
saloon, and remarked that it was strange 
f he (O'Brien) thought the prisoner had 
robbed him. 

The jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty after half an hour's absence. 

His lordship in discharging the prison- 
ers read them a moral lesson, which it is 
to be hoped they will tako to heart. 
ATTEMl'TKl) felony. 

See Oug was then arraignod on an in- 
dictment for attempted felony . It seems 
that the prisonor, on June :i0;h last, Btole 
from Mary, an Indian woman, living on 
the Songhees roaorvo, a box containing 
$200, which she uiiBUspectingly showed 
tho prisoner. A verdict of guilty waa 
rendered, and ho was sentenced to nine 
months' imprisonment with hard labor. 

AFTER RECESS. 

ATTEMPTED ARSON. 

Ah Nook was indicted for attempting 
on the 20th of December lust to Bet fire 
to Ah Tong's house, in Chinatown. \,y 
placing a pan of burning coals noar the 
wall during thu progress of a tire in an 
adjoining houso. 

Thomas Deasy, assistant engineer of 
the fire department, and Fireman Rhodes, 
testified to soeing the prisoner, through 
an opening in the roof, going up Ah 
Tong's stairway with u pan of burning 
coals in his hand. He was identified by 
Officer McLaren and Assistant Jailer 
Driscoll, and the crown then rested its 
case. The prisoner denied huving such 
pan in his hand or of having attempted 
to commit arson, and the jury evidently 
agreed with him, for they brought in a ver- 
dict of not guilty and ho was discharged. 

ATXEMPTKH BUEOLAllY. 

Ah Sing was charged with having on the 
night of January Oth, 188(1, feloniously at- 
tempted to enter tho premises of Lindsay A 
Pettit for the purposo of burglary. Officer 
McLarou testified to receiving him from Mr. 
Lindsay, and taking him in charge. 

David Lindsay testilioil to hearing the 
prisoner in the early part of the night cut- 
ting into tho sash of one of the windows of 
his store, and to catching him with dome 
difiioulty, after giving' him a severe beating. 
The prisoner's story was that as ho was 
foturning fn.ua the theatre he saw a China- 
man, Ah Luie, running away, followed by- 
some white people, who, however, caught 
him iuatead, and that he was the victim of 
a miatako. The jury evidently diu not hu- 
lieve this story, for they found him guilty. 
He was sentoucod to the penitentiary for 
two years. 

ATTEM1TED DUROLARY, 

Ah Loy was triod for having ou the night 
of the 12lh of January, 188(i, feloniously 
broken into tha store of Wing Sing Long, a 
Chineso Fisgard street merchant, with 
attempt to commit a felony therein. It 
was deposed that tho prisoner tried to got 
in by a glass door, but being discovered at- 
tempted to stab Ah Sam, one of the part- 
ners, in tho shoulder, who, however, seized 
his queue and cut it off. He identified the 
queue in court as tho one so cut off. The 
prisonor then ran away, but being subse- 
quently arrested on another charge was in- 
dicted for this. Certain property said to be 
stolen by the prisoner was found. Thu 
prisoner claimed that ho was tho \is,tiiiu of 
a conspiracy, the result of a quarrel had 
with the prosecutor, und the jury found hira 
not guilty. 

LARCENY. 

Ah Loy was thun trfed on another charge 
that of having on the 20th January, 188C, 
feloniously entored the dwelling of Ah Goon 
on Fisgard street and stealing therefrom 
S178 in money. It appeared that the 
prisoner having entered the house broke 
into a wooden safe and stole the money 
which his accomplice got Rway with. Ah 
Surk testified to living with Ah Gun and 
Ah Coon, and on coming home found the 
door olosed. Suspecting something 
wrong he made an outcry and succeeded, 
by the aid of Officer Sheppard, in catch- 
ing Ah Loy who attempted to jump out 
the window, his accomplice esoaping. 
Several long dirk-like knives and a ham- 
mer were found near the safe. Ah Gun 
corroborated his story as did also Ah 
Coon. ■ Officers Stewart and Sheppard 
testified to arresting tho prisoner. The 
prisoner claimed that ho waa innocent and 
that the prosecution was tho outcome of 
a gambling scrape and oonacquent fight. 
He was found guilty without the jury's 
leaving tiie box, Bnd waa sentenced to 
throe years in tho penitentiary.

St. Vincent. April 28.— At 10: -15 
o'clock last night fire broka out in the 
Canadian Pacific passenger depot at 
Emerson, Man., and in half an hour 
the entire building was in flames. As 
.there was no good supply of water 
nearer than the lied river, almost a 
mile distant, all that could be done was 
to save aa much movable property as 
possible. In tLo building were located, 
besides the telegraph and waiting 
rooms occupied by the company's era- 
ploy6s, the American Express office 
and her majesty's customs offices. The 
American Express agent saved most of 
the records of his office, but unclaimed 
goods worth $300 wore burned. The 
greater portion of tho custom records 
were saved, but all the valuables in 
the collector's office had to be left to 
the mercy of the flames. A frame build- 
ing adjoining the depot, occupied by 
D. "C. Woodman, emigration agent, 
was also burned. Tho fire is supposed 
to have originated from the bursting of 
a kerosene lamp in the telegraph office.
